W. C. T. U. WOMEN MEET IN CONVENTION 


San Mateo County Towns (Jet Redue. 
tlon of o Cents Per 1000 Cnbic Ft.; 
Drop In OR Cost Is Cause. 


The price of gas was cut from 2 to 
8 cents per 1000 cubic feet throughout 
the state Monday by order of the Rail¬ 
road Commission, following a reduc¬ 
tion of 25 cents a barrel in the price 
of crude oil. The new rates are ef¬ 
fective on meter readings of Septem¬ 
ber 3d. 

This is the first result of the policy 
adopted by the commission June 21st, 
when ratios were established between 
the price of gas to the consumers and 
the cost of oil to the companies. 

The gas utilities throughout the 
state having reported a decrease of 25 
cents a barrel in the price of oil, ac¬ 
cording to the requirements of the 
June order, the commission pro¬ 
ceeded to apply the ratios to the dif¬ 
ferent territories and to promulgate 
the new rates. 

San Francisco, the Alameda county 
district, including Hayward and San 
Leandro, Richmond, and Redwood 
district, including Daly City, Burlin¬ 
game, Hillsborough, Redwood City, 
San Mateo, and South San Francisco 
are given a reduction of 6 cents.

HOUSEKEEPER OF DEAD PRIEST 
SAYS HE IS MAN WHO LURED 
FATHER HESLIN TO HIS DEATH; 
CORONER’S INQUEST HELD. 


All members of the board of super¬ 
visors were present at the meeting 
held at Redwood City Monday. 

The first matter taken up was the 
complaint of A. C. Heilman of Wood- 
tide about a fence constructed across 
Greer road. After discussion, further 
consideration was laid over to August 
22d, when a special meeting will be 
held to decide whether the road is 
•bounty property. 

The report of the Social Service 
Commission for the year ending June 
30, 1921, was submitted by Executive 
Secretary Florence Boggs, showing 
that the total cost to the county for 
that period was $35,785.61. Miss 
Boggs submitted an estimate of the 
amount needed for the next year, as 
follows:

At the county Jail Tuesday Miss 
Marie Wendel, former housekeeper 
for Father Hoslin and Mrs. Irene 
Bianchi, who lives across the street 
from the parish house at Colma, where 
confronted with Hightower and iden¬ 
tified him as the man who called at 
the priest’s house the night of August 
2d and lured him away by telling him 
he wished him to administer the last 
sacrament to a dying man. When 
taken into the women’s presence, 
Hightower was dressed in an over¬ 
coat with the collar turned up, a cap 
was placed on his head and goggles 
on his eyeB, the manner in which the 
visitor at the pariBh house had been 
garbed. On hearing his voice, Miss 
Wendel was positive in her identifica¬ 
tion. Mrs. Bianchi was less positive. 
The visitor on the fatal night was 
seen by Mrs. Bianchi only from across 
the street. 

Doris Shirley, who was married last 
Saturday at Redwood City to Lee V. 
Putnam of San Francisco, haB given 
testimony that, it is believed, estab¬ 
lishes her identity beyond doubt with 
that of the Dolly Mason who High¬ 
tower stated, had accompanied him to 
San Francisco from Salt Lake City. 
Mrs. Putnam testified that she did not, 
as Hightower stated, tell him of a 
drunken man who declared to her he 
had committed murder. If this is 
true, it explodes the accused mail's 
story of fiow he fe'arheST the location 
of the murdered priest’s grave. 

Officers at the jail at Redwood City 
state that Hightower seems to be 
weakening and a confession may be 
secured from him at any moment. 

No formal charge as to the person 
or persons responsible for the death 
of Father Heslin, the murdered Colma 
priest, was made at the coroner’s in¬ 
quest held at Daly City Wednesday. 
Coroner W. A. Brooke presided at the 
session, while District Attorney 
Franklin S'wart examined the wit¬ 
nesses. Only two witnesses were 
called, these being Constable S. A. 
Landini and Dr. John R. Clarke, who 
performed an autopsy on Father Hes- 
lin’s body. The verdict of the Jury 
was that the dead priest died “by vio¬ 
lence consisting of a blow on the head 
that fractured the skull sufficiently to 
cause death, or of gunshot wounds 
that were sufficient to cause death, or 
by both the blow and the gunshot 
wounds.” 

Constable Landinl’s testimony tend¬ 
ed to establish Hightower’s guilt. 
Telling of the exhuming of the body, 
Landini stated: 

“Hightower was digging, and so 
wsb I. He was wielding his shovel 
with feverish rapidity, and I warned 
him that, if a body really was buried 
there, he was apt to strike the face 
with the shovel and render it un¬ 
recognizable. Whereupon Hightower 
said: 

“‘I’m not digging at the head. I 
am digging at the feet.’ 

“And this,” declared Landini, “was 
before the remains were uncovered."

With the opening of the regular, 
public schools in South San Francisco; 
next Monday the part-time school also: 
begins its work for this year. This 
will be the second year that the Cali¬ 
fornia part-time education act is in 
force. Last year about forty were, 
enrolled in the part-time school in 
South San Francisco. This year there 
will be between fifty and sixty. Those 
enrolled last year must attend again 
this year, as the law requires all 
under 18 to attend. 

Who must attend Ihe part-time 
school? All boys and girls, whether 
employed or not, between 16 and 18 
years of age who are not in attend-1 
ance upon a public or private day 
school or who have not graduated | 
from high school. All boys and girlB 
under 16 years of age who are at work 
under a permit must also attend these 
classes. 

The law provides that all classes 
must be held between the hours of 8 
a. m. and 5 p. m., and each permit 
worker Is required to attend not less 
than four hours a week during the 
school year. All boys and girls under 
18 years of age who are employed 
must have new work permits next 
week, as the vacation permits now in 
force expire next Monday. Failure to 
attend to this may cause the loss of 
the position. 

The part-time education act holds 
parents as well as employers re¬ 
sponsible for the attendance of permit 
workers upon the part-time classes. 
In violation of the act, parents as 
well as employers are subject to fine 
or imprisonment or both. It is the 
desire of the school to make this work 
as valuable as possible to the boys 
and girls who attend, and therefore 
the closest co-operation of employer, 
parents and school Is necessary. The 
school authorities desire to co-operate 
with all employers of permit workers, 
in order to get the most satisfactory 
results and to make it as convenient 
as possible to employers when select¬ 
ing a time for permit workers to at¬ 
tend the part-time classes. 

Next Monday is registration day, 
and all boys and girls coming under 
the law are requested to cothe to the 
high school at 4:15 p. m. to register 
and fill out certificates of application 
J for work permits.

The boy or girl just out of school feels like the caged bird that is sud¬ 
denly released from its captivity. It glories in its freedom to the exclusion 

of all else. 

Many of the lessons in deportment that have been learned in the class¬ 
room are gradually forgotten as the child finds Its way to the street. There 
is no room In its heart for anything but the glories of the present, unless the 
parental hand is ever guiding its steps. The future is a sealed book which 
will be opened only too soon for its purpose.

i Young Crockett’s early years were 
. spent Id roaming the Tennessee 
woods, hunting. He became a re¬ 
nowned bear hunter, a fame which he 
shared with his favorite rifle, “Old 
Betsy.” 

When the Creek Indians went on the 
war path In 1813 Crockett tossed "Old 
Betsy” on his shoulder and marched 
away to fight the Indians. He served 
as a scout under Gen. Andrew Jackson 
and was in the great Battle of Toho- 
peka when “Old Hickory” defeated 
Weatherford’s warrior*. 

After the Creek war was over Davy 
returned to Tennessee and entered 
politics. From magistrate he rose to 
state legislator and next the renowned 
1 bear hunter and scout ws sent to 
congress where he served ’ vo terms. 
In February, 1836, Davy with 12 of his 
Tennessee friends arrived at the Mis¬ 
sion del Alamo where Col. William 
Travla with a little army of lesa than 
200 men was defying the Mexican dic¬ 
tator, Santa Anna. 

Santa Anna had a force of 5,000 
men, and although the Texans had a 
chance to escape before this over¬ 
whelming army cut off their retreat, 
they refused to do so. The Mexican 
general surrounded the rude little 
adobe fort. His demand for Its sur¬ 
render was met with scorn. Then he 
raised the red flag which meant, “No 
quarter,” and attacked. 

The long rifles of the Texans mowed 
down the Mexican soldiers driven to 
the attack. On March 6 Santa Anna 
prepared for a grand assault Twenty- 
flve hundred picked men were detailed 
to be hurled against the fort The 
first assault was beaten back with 
heavy loss. A second failed, but In 
the third desperate attempt the Mexi¬ 
cans broke Into the fort. 

After that the fighting was hand tc 
hand. Travis went down and Crockett 
took command. i (utnumhered a hnn 
tired to one. Crockett with a few com 
rades stood with their backs to the 
wall of the church. One by one his 
men went down. At last only Davy 
was left. “Old Betsy" tired tier last 
shot. Then Crockett seized her by the 
barrel and swung her about his head 

There was s short struggle. “Old 
Betsy” was knocked from his hand 
Bayonet thrust and sword cut were 
rained upon him. A mass of Mexicanf 
struck him He went down fighting tc 
the last. The Alamo was history. 


There may have been a time wiien the residents of a small country town 
or a farming district took little or no interest in affairs outside of their own 
local community, other than to vote their straight party tickets at election 

tlma.

Interior Walla. 

Section 4. AU buildings hereafter 
erected within the fire limits described 
in Sections 1 and 2 of this ordinance 
shall have their interior walls, parti¬ 
tions and ceilings plastered with one 
or more coats of plaster at least Five- 
eighths (%) of an inch thick and ex¬ 
tending down to the floor, except mills, 
warehouses, stables, laundries, fac¬ 
tories and outbuildings where the ex¬ 
terior walls are not ceiled on the inside 
and partitions are boarded on one side 
only. 

Fire Stops. 

Section 5. At each floor level in all 
buildings hereafter erected within the 
limits described in Sections 1 and 2 
of this ordinance, all stud walls, parti¬ 
tions,, furrings and space between 
Joists where they rest on division walls 
or partitions, shall be fire-stopped with 
incombustible material in a manner to 
completely cut oft communication by 
fire through concealed spaces. Such flre- 
stopping shall extend the full distance 
of the joists, and at least four inches 
above each floor level. 

Alteration* and Repair*. 

Section 6. When the exterior walls 
of any frame building which has been 
constructed within the fire limits de¬ 
scribed in Sections 1 and 2 of this 
ordinance are altered, changed or dam¬ 
aged to One-fourth < Vi) of their extent, 
or when the interior of any building 
shall be altered to the extent of tearing 
down more than One-half (Vi) of the 
partitions, or when the interior is dam¬ 
aged to One-half (%) of its extent, then 
the alterations or repairs of said build¬ 
ing shall be constructed in the same 
manner as herein provided for new work. 
Whenever any frame building is dam¬ 
aged by fire to One-fourth C V4 ) of its 
extent, the remaining portion thereof 
shall be immediately removed by the 
owner. Whenever additions are made to 
buildings in the fire limits described in 
Sections 1 and 2 of this ordinance, such 
additions must be made to conform to 
the construction provided for new work. 

• o portion of the front wall of any such 
building and no portion of any wall 
facing upon any public street, avenue, 
highway, or alley, shall be repaired or 
remodeled, except in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 3 of this ordi¬ 
nance.

TRUSTEES AS EQUALIZATION BD. 
VOTE TO LOWER ASSESSMENTS 


The city trustees met at the city 
hall Monday afternoon as a board of 
equalization and voted, four to one, 
in favor of reducing the valuations 
assessed on property in this city. The 
big property owners were well repre¬ 
sented at the meeting and were suc¬ 
cessful in convincing the board that 
last year’s increased assessments 
were not warranted. There will, how¬ 
ever, be material increases in the as¬ 
sessments on property known to have 
increased in value during the last 
year, notably on San Mateo avenue. 


The contracts for the macadamiz¬ 
ing of the streets in the First and 
Jenevein additions have been signed, 
and work will be commenced in the 
immediate future. 


No wooden building situ¬ 
ated within the fire limits described in 
Sections 1 and 2 of this ordinance shall 
he altered, repaired or added to, without 
permission to do so being first obtained 
from ' u Board of Trustees. 

Any. person desiring to obtain such 
perm sion shall file with the City Clerk, 
addressed to the Board of Trustees, a 
petit ..n describing fully the building 
and •remises or the alterations, repairs 
or additions which are desired to be 
mac • . also the materials with which it 
is ; reposed to make the same. The 
permit, if issued, shall state fully the 
altetailons, repairs or additions allowed 
to be made, the materials to be used, 
and such regulations respecting the 
same as in the Judgment of the Board 
of Trustees may be necessary, which 
said permit shall be filed with the City 
Clerk; provided, however, nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to require 
the Board of Trustees to grant such 
permission; but they shall be sole judges 
of the necessity and reasonableness of 
the alterations, repairs or additions, 
and their decision granting or refusing 
the permit shall be final and conclusive. 
Temporary permits shall never be 
granted under any circumstances. 

Moving Building*. 

Section 8. No building shall be 
moved to another location within the 
fire limits described in Sections 1 and 2 
of this ordinance more than Ten (10) 
feet distant from its original location, 
unless it is constructed in accordance 
with Section 3 of this ordinance; pro¬ 
vided, however, that the Board of Trus¬ 
tees may, by resolution, grant permis¬ 
sion to move any building not so con¬ 
structed to another location within the 
fire limits described in Sections 1 and 
2 of this ordinance on condition that the 
same may remain within the Are limits 
for such period of time as said Board 
may prescribe in the resolution grant¬ 
ing such permission, but not exceeding 
six months from the date of such per¬ 
mission. If any such building is not re¬ 
moved from said Are limits by the ex¬ 
piration of such period of time, said 
Board of Trustees may cause such 
building to be removed or torn down at 
the expense of the owner. No building 
shall be moved from the outside district 
within said fire limits unless it is con¬ 
structed in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of Section 3 of this ordinance. 

Roofs sad Skylights. 

Section 9 (a). The roofs of all build¬ 
ings included within the said fire litnits 
shall be covered either with tin, slate, 
tiles, terra cotta, tar and gravel or pre¬ 
pared roofing, except those now other¬ 
wise covered; the latter shall be covered 
with one of said materials whenever the 
Fire Marshal shall deem them to be in 
need of repairs. 

(b) Skylights shall be of metal 
frames with wired glass, or metal 
frames and heavy glass having wire 
screen of not less than four (4) Inches 
of No. 12 wire and one (1) inch mesh. 

(c) No shingle or wooden roof, If 
damaged to One-fourth (14) of its ex¬ 
tent, shall be repaired with other than 
the kind of roofing provided for in this 
Section. 

Chimney*. 

Section 10. All chimneys and flues 
hereafter constructed in any part of the 
City of South San Francisco, except 
patent chimneys, shall be of brick or 
stone; their enclosing walls shall be not 
less than four Inches thick, and shall, if 
less than eight inches thick, be lined on 
tlie inside with well burnt clay or terra 
cotta pipe of not less than one Inch 
thick. Said lining shall start from the 
bottom of a flue or the throat of a fire¬ 
place, be continuous to the top of the 
flue and shall be built in and bricked 
around as carried in, Flues where 
lining is not required by this ordinance 
shall have the Joints struck smooth on 
tlie inside. Where such chimney is built 
In a wooden building and extended into 
tlie lower story of such building, then 
such chimney shall start from the 
ground and shall be erected on a per¬ 
manent foundation of Its own separate 
from the building. Such chimneys shall 
not be increased in size in the upper 
story and shall extend at least three 
feet above the roof or as much higher 
as will be necessary to Insure the safety 
of surrounding buildings. No sills, 
plates, floor Joists, rafters or the head¬ 
ers thereof shall rest in or on said 
chimney, but there shall be perfect 
freedom between all frame work and 
said chimney. 

Patent Chimney*. 

Section 11. All "patent chimneys” 
shall be built upon the floor on which 
they are used, and in no case shall a 
stove pipe enter a patent chimney less 
than six inches from the bottom of such 
chimney. 

If a patent chimney be erected on the 
outside of a building it shall rest on a 
substantial iron bracket, in which case 
the bracket must be of metal and fast¬ 
ened to the studding with bolts and 
nuts; screws or lug screws shall not be 
allowed for this purpose. 

When a patent chimney is erected on 
the Inside of a building it shall rest on 
an iron plate not less than one-fourth 
inch In thickness, and shall have not 
less than two courses of brick on top of 
said iron plate, (t shall have a smoke 
proof opening near the bottom for 
cleaning it. All patent chimney* shall 
l» braced every four feet of their 
heightr. All Joints must be cemented, 
and tlie bands covering the joints shall 
lie made of the best No. 24 iron and 
tilled with cement to make them smoke 
and spark proof. 

The term "Patent Chimneys” shall be 
understood to mean a tdrra cotta flue 
at least six inches in diameter, measured 
on the inside, with walls at least one 
Inch thick. Such flue shall be entirely 
surrounded with a continuous metal 
covering and have an air space between 
the flue and said metal covering of not 
less than one-half inch. 

Fireplace*. 

Section 12. All fireplaces and chim¬ 
ney breasts where mantels are placed, 
except as provided for patent chimney 
fireplaces, whether intended for ordinary 
fireplaces or not, shall have trimmer 
arches to support the hearth; said 
arches shall be of brick, stone, burnt 
clay or concrete at least twenty inches 
wide, measured from the face of the 
chimney breast, and their length shall 
be not less than the width of the chim¬ 
ney breast. Wood centers shall be re¬ 
moved from under trimmer arches, and

right angles easterly along the center 
line of said alley in block 117 to the 
center line of Maple Avenue; thence

Xiooatlon of Laundries, Bakeries, Motlm 
Picture Theatres, Rtc. 

Section 19. No laundry, bakery, mo¬ 
tion picture theatre, public garage, junk 
store, or lime warehouse may hereafter 
be located within said fire limits de¬ 
scribed in Sections 1 and 2 of this ordi¬ 
nance, except in some place designated 
in a permit obtained from said Board 
of Trustees therefor. 

Exception. 

Section 20. The provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 3, 4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 of this ordinance 
shall not apply to temporary one-story 
frame buildings for the use of builders 
or to any building or buildings within 
the portions of the area described in 
Section 1 of this ordinance which are 
not Included within the area described 
in Secton 2, which may be used exclu¬ 
sively for private residences or dwell¬ 
ing purposes, or which may be erected 
hereafter, within the areas hereby ex¬ 
cepted, for such purposes and used ex¬ 
clusively for such purposes; but the 
provisions of this Section shall not 
upply to flats or apartment houses. 

Penal Claus*. 

Section 21. Every person, firm or 
corporation or his, her or their agent,, 
servant, representative or employee, 
violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than Ten (10) dollars nor more than 
Three hundred (300) dollars, or by im¬ 
prisonment for a period not exceeding 
two (2) months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. Every day’s con¬ 
tinuance of a violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed a separate and distinct offense, 
and shall be punishable accordingly. 

Section 22. Ordinance No. 70 or the 
City of South San Francisco entitled 
"An ordinance establishing fire limits, 
regulating the construction, alteration 
and repair of buildings, the location of 
laundries, bakeries, motion picture the¬ 
atres, garages, Junk shops and lime 
warehouses, the disposal or rubbish and 
the storage of gasoline and other prod¬ 
ucts of petroleum in the City of South 
San Francisco, and prescribing the pen¬ 
alty for the violation of said ordinance.” 
passed ami adopted by the Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco on the 7th day of July, 1913, Is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 23. This ordinance shall be 
published once in "The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper printed and published 
in the City of South San Francisco and 
shall take effect and be In force thirty 
days from and after the date of its 
passage. ,

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I'SE Of' VINEGAR REDUCES 

VEGETABLE CANNING LOSSES 

A little vinegar added to beans, 
corn, peas, asparagus, or spinach 
when canned by the water-bath meth¬ 
od will add materially to the reduc¬ 
tion of loss by spoilage. Moreover, 
the time of jft-ocessing these vege¬ 
tables may be somewhat reduced when 
a sufficient amount of acid is used, the 
Home Economics Kitchen of the 
L'nited States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture reports after two years of ex¬ 
perimental work on the subject. 

In certain sections of the country 
in 1919 a n<1 1920 canned sweet corn 
did not keep well, whether processed 
continuously or intermittently. In the 
Home Economics Kitchen quaA cans 
of corn processed for less than six 
hours continuously spoiled, while 
others canned at the same time, with 
the addition of four tablespoons of 
vinegar to one quart, did not spoil 
either year, although given oply two 
hours' processing. If only three table- j 
spoons of vinegar are used, process 
four hours; two or three tablespoons' 
of lemon juice to a quart gave equally ■ 
good results when processed three 
hours. Corn should always be boiling 
hot when packed into the jar. 

With spinach and string beans the 
addition of two tablespoons of the acid 
proved equally effective in reducing 
spoilage. Vinegar or lemon juice in 
the small amounts used modifies to 
some degree the natural flavor of the 
vegetable, but the acid taste is not 
objectionable to most persons. More¬ 
over, much of the acid taste can be 
washed off before the vegetables are 
served. Experiments with vinegar

AN APPETIZING SUMMER SOUP 
MADE FROM FRUIT AND SAGO 

Warm soup on a hot summer day is j 
to many persons not half so good an 
appetizer as something cold. Chilled 
consomme and jellied bouillons of 
various kinds are often served, but; 
the fruity flavor of the soup here de¬ 
scribed may appeal to those who do 1 
not like the taste of meat soup when 
cold. 

This soup is based on the “sod ; 
suppe,” which is extensively used in 
Scandinavian countries, where it is j 
served either hot or cold. It has been 
tested in the experimental kitchen of 
the United States Department of i 
Agriculture. 

1- 3 cup sago. 

1 cup cold water. 

2 cups boiling water. 

1 teaspoon salt. 

Vz cup raisins or prunes. 
l\z cups grape juice. 

Vi cup sugar. 

2- inch piece stick cinnamon. 

Vz lemon, sliced. 

Soak the sago in the cold water for 
an hour, and add to it the boiling 
water with the salt and the cinnamon. 
Add the raisins or prunes and boil 
this mixture for three minutes. Add 
the sliced lemon and cook the mix¬ 
ture in a double boiler until the sago 
is transparent. Then add the sugar 
and the grape juice, and when these 
are thoroughly blended remove from 
the fire. Take out the stick of cin- 1 
namon and the lemon, and chill the; 
soup before serving. 

The consistency Of this dish should 
be about like that of a cream soup. 
The quantity of lemon may vary, of 
course, with individual taste, and ac¬ 
cording to the other foods served at 
the meal. 

Other fruits besides those men¬ 
tioned may be used, and many pleas¬ 
ing combinations may be easily 
worked out. Left overs of canned 
fruits may often be used, and since 
they are already cooked should not be 
added to the mixture until after the 
sago is thoroughly cooked. Cherries 
and peachep combine well with the, 
grape juice, and plums, too, are very 
satisfactory. 

Tapioca may be substituted for the j 
sago, but it does not give quite the 
same consistency. 


REDUCE AMOUNT OF IRONING 

DURING THE HOT WEATHER 

The ironing done in hot weather 
may be very much lessened In several 
ways, suggest specialists in the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. Clothing and household linens 
should be chosen with a view of 
avoiding ironing whenever possible. 
Many of the flat pieces need not be 
ironed at all, and others may be man¬ 
gled. Knitted underwear and garments 
made of crepe, seersucker, and thin 
muslin may often be carefully pulled 
into shape instead of ironed. Shirts 
with plain bosoms and soft cuffs are 
easiest to Iron. On underwear, 
blouses, and dresses simple flat trim-

rnlngs are more easily ironed than 
elaborate ones. 

Small plate doilies are easier to 
launder than large tablecloths, and 
many people like the stenciled oil¬ 
cloth doilies, which are simply wiped 
off. Carefully stretched towels are 
often as satisfactory as if ironed, and 
small turkish towels do not need iron¬ 
ing at all. If sheets, pillowcases, and 
towels are hung on the line carefully 


they will dry smooth, and when taken 
down need only to be neatly folded. , 
Many persons enjoy the fresh fra- j 
grance of the undried linen. j 

Where there are many flat pieces, ■ 
a mangle either heated or cold will be 
found a help in making the summer 
laundry work easier. The damp 
clothes are folded and pressed be¬ 
tween rollers, and the mangle may be 
hand driven or operated by motor. 

For those things that can not be 
ironed with the mangle, there are 
many kinds of self-heated irons on 
the market which do away with heat¬ 
ing up the kitchen range. The most 
commonly used and most satisfactory 
is the electric iron. The gas iron also 
has been found to work well, as well 
as those using denatured alcohol and 
gasoline. 

DRIED AND CANNED PEACHES 

MAKE FINE FRUIT BUTTER 

Springtime often finds the house¬ 
keeper’s supply of jelly and jams in a 
depleted condition. When this is the 
case, peach butter made from canned 
and dried peaches may well come to 
their aid. 

The following recipe recommended 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture food specialists is de¬ 
licious: 

To each four pounds of dried 
peaches use two pounds of canned 
peaches. Soak the dried peaches in 
water several hours and cook until 
tender. Add the canned peaches and 
rub the pulp through a colander or 
wire sieve. Stir two and a half pounds ■ 
of sugar into this pulp and cook slow¬ 
ly, stirring often, for two hours, or | 
until of the right thickness. Pack « 
while hot and sterilize like peach i 
butter. 1
